April 26.” 
The 
labor opposition 
announced it would fight the m o­ 
tion and the subsequent bill. Full 
dress debate on the issue is sched­ 
uled for tomorrow. 
Labor m em bers of parliam ent 
in a special session tonight fra m ­ 
ed a strongly worded am endm ent 
to the governm ent motion saying 
the conscription proposal "is fu r­ 
ther evidence th a t 
the 
govern­ 
m ent’s conduct of affairs th ro u g h ­ 
out these critical tim es does not 
m erit the confidence of the coun­ 
try or of this house.” 
800,000 Men Involved 
The am endm ent, to be offered 
by 
Opposition

Attlee, would call for the govern­ 
m en t’s resignation if adopted, but 
Cham berlain was expected to push 
through his motion by a safe m a r­ 
gin end follow up w ith the con­ 
scription bill next week. 
C ham berlain 
estim ated

bout 310,000 men yearly would 
be involved, but this figure would

Canada Will Train 


Pilots For British 
Royal Plane Force 


Ottawa, April 26. (ZP)— Defense 
Minister Ian MacKenzie, introduc­ 
ing in the house of commons the 
governm ent’s $63,000,000 defense 
program for the present, year, an­ 
nounced today that pilots of B rit­ 
a in ’s Royal Air Force will receive 
training in Canada with the Royal 
Canadian Air Force. 
Under an agreem ent 
between 
the Canadian and British govern­ 
ments, MacKenzie said, 
British 
pilots will train at the 
Trenton 
and Camp Borden establishm ents 
in Ontario. The plan will operate 
for three years, 
with not more 
than 50 pilots coming over in any 
one year. 
MacKenzie announced $6,000,- 
00 0 would he spent on training of 
pilots this year 
in 
accordance 
with the policy of placing the air 
force first in Canada’s 
defense 
program. 
Flying clubs will be assigned a 
definite role in air force training, 
MacKenzie said, and will be com­ 
pensated by the government. 
No W ar W ith U. S. 
Discussing 
general 
defense 
policy, 
MacKenzie 
said 
Canada 
should be prepared to defend by 
force if necessary: 
“ I. Our religion, our freedom, 
our institutions; 
“ 2. Our coasts and coastal re­ 
gions. our centers of population 
and industry, our main ports and 
the focal sea areas where trade 
routes converge in the vicinity of 
our main ports; 
“ 3. Our n eutrality in a w ar in 
which Canada is not a belligerent; 
‘‘4. Internal order.” 
MacKenzie asserted th a t while 
large-scale attacks by enemy forc­ 
es on coast and trade were out of 
the question because of the dis­ 
tance from bases, 
m inor 
raids 
were not only a possibility but a 
probability, and th a t Canada’s re­ 
sponsibility was to protect Can­ 
adian ports and a short distance 
outside them. 
He said Canada’s defense effort 
was limited because it was based 
on two assum ptions: 
T hat there 
would be no war with the United 
States and that Canada 
would 
not, single-handedly, engage in a 
w ar with an overseas power.

Boyle, secretary of the Marinette 
County Outdoor Recreation asso­ 
ciation, said 
today, 
“ when 
we 
must find a way of disposing of 
the tons and tons of smelt, keep 
up the local prices, and get a wld- 
; 
er distribution in the metropoli- 
' 
tan areas." 
“ Last week I was in Madison 
; 
with a group of men," Boyle said 
today, "an d we found people clam­ 
oring for smelt, but unable to ob­ 
tain any, and yet the smelt were 
so numerous along the Menomi­ 
nee river that during the closing 
days of the heaviest part of the 
run they were selling for as cheap 
as a dime a bushel." 
Need Distribution 
Outlining a plan, 
Boyle 
said, 
“ Escanaba and the Twin Cities of 
Menominee 
and 
Marinette havei 
publicized the smelt all over the 
nation and the people 
are 
now 
conscious of the fact that these 
silvery little fish that 
spawn 
in 
our waters by the millions are a 
delicacy, and our duty is to find 
^tfie easiest way to get distribution 
still keep a standard price. 
“ Furtherm ore,” 
he continued, 
“ we cannot expect the fishermen 
to stick to their Jobs each year for 
a couple of weeks if they do not 
get any return. 
Several 
of 
the 
fishermen this year reported a re­ 
turn of $200 for a week’s work, 
but that included 
sales 
at 
I 
cents a pound at the early part of 
the run. At the end of the run it 
was practically nothing. 
Underw rite Sale* 
“ I would suggest, and our cor­ 
respondence committee is working 
along sim ilar lines, that we make 
plans right now to underwrite the 
sales of smelt so 
that 
we 
can 
maintain a flat price of I Vt cents 
a pound for the smelt throughout 
the smelt run on Menominee riv- 
sr. 
“ The only way we can do this 
is to make sure we have a m arket 
for the smelt. One sure market is 
for relief purposes. We are going 
to contact the procurement offices 
at Madison, Lansing 
and 
W ash­ 
ington and see 
if 
arrangem ents 
cannot be made for 
next 
spring. 
It may be necessary to raise $10,- 
000 to $20,000 in the Twin Cities 
to keep the price high enough for 
our local fishermen to make mon- 
ey. 
B igger Carnival 
"O f course," Boyle 
said, 
“ the 
carnival will not be forgotten, it 
may even be said that we hope to 
vc a bigger and better one next 
ar, but right now 
we 
should 
start working on this smelt pro­ 
position, and the fishing and dis­ 
tribution should come first. 
We 
have gained a lot of publicity for 
this area through the smelt and 
have created a demand

product, but we must continue to 
work to reap some of the benefits 
of our smelt run.

Iron River? April 26— Six years 
of continuous work as upper pen­ 
insula field representative for the 
state 
emergency 
welfare 
relief 
commission was observed April 23 
by Walter M. Berry, of Caspian, 
who began his seventh year yester­ 
day in the bustling regional office 
in Iron Mountain. 
Six years ago Berry w as draft­ 
ed, along with other socially train­ 
ed and minded Michigan men, to 
organise and direct the tremend­ 
ous task of distributing relief to 
the state’s unemployed and desti­ 
tute. Berry was assigned to the 
upper peninsula, pitifully stricken 
by the stagnation of its few indus­ 
tries, and although major political 
guns were intermittently turned 
on him, as well as on other key 
men in relief administration, he 
still serves in his original capac­ 
ity, the last of the field represen­ 
tatives called to public service at 
the inception of 
the 
emergency 
relief program. 
Only one other 
person, 
Miss 
Kila Lee, of the 
state 
office 
in 
Lansing, remains of the original 
organizing, administrative and su­ 
pervisory group of seven persons, 
including Fred Johnson and W il­ 
liam Haber, former 
state 
relief 
directors, who were drafted into 
Jtervice to get the program under 
wray. In each 
instance 
the 
job 
sought the person and 
not 
the 
person the job and without con­ 
sideration or reference to politi­ 
cal beliefs or affiliations. 
Bans Politics 
“ It has been 
my 
privilege to 
serve the state, and particularly 
the upper peninsula with its tre­ 
mendous relief load 
and 
special 
problems of need, under four suc­ 
cessive gubernatorial regimes and 
the various state 
relief 
commis­ 
sions 
and 
state 
administrators 
and I am happy to bear witness 
to the fact that in not one single 
instance have I been requested or 
pressured by any governor, com­ 
missioner, 
or 
administrator 
to 
conduct the affairs of my office on 
a political or other discriminatory 
basis,'’ Berry said. 
“On the other hand, admoni­ 
tions to the contrary have been 
the rule and we have so operated. 
“ In line of duty, it was my re­ 
sponsibility to recommend to the 
state commission the appointment 
of members of county relief com­ 
missions. Only in this connection 
have we made any inquiries re­ 
garding the political party affilia­ 
tion of the individual and then 
only for the sole purpose of keep­ 
ing each commission bi-partisan 
or non-political, which is funda­ 
mentally good relief policy. In ap­ 
proving individual 
members 
of 
each county relief staff w e have 
g L e t to make our first inquiry re- 
^■arding the politics of the person 
to be employed. 
We 
have been 
motivated always by the primary 
desire to find 
the 
person 
beat 
qualified for the job.” 
The competency of relief super­ 
vision in the 15 counties of the 
upper peninsula in charge of Ber­ 
ry may be judged by the fact that 
although millions of dollars have 
been disbursed by the Emergency 
Relief commission, 
no 
case 
of 
fraud or misappropriation by any 
employe has been reported. Gen­ 
erally. a high degree 
of 
service 
has been given by staff members, 
most of whom are comparatively 
underpaid for the work they do. 
County commission 
members, 
accordihg to Berry, 
have 
taken 
their responsibilities seriously end 
have served without pay. 
Many 
have held office from the begin­ 
ning of the program 
nearly 
six 
years ago and deserve public rec­ 
ognition. 
Prior to service with the state 
emergency relief commission. Ber­ 
ry was director of 
the 
Caspian 
Community Center, an institution 
widely known through the nation 
for its mission work which is be­ 
ing carried on under Mrs. Fran­ 
ces Berry. The Center's program 
end physical plant was expanded

changes since the department ■was 
created as the National Reemploy­ 
ment service, a number of indi­ 
viduals are not acquainted 
with 
the service as it is now operating. 
Dixon’s article follows: 
This free 
public 
employment 
service 
was , organized 
several 
years ago under the name of the 
National 
Reemployment Service. 
Under the terms of the Wagner 
Peyser Act of 193 3, there was to 
be created in the various states, 
State Employment Services set up 
according to the specifications of 
the United 
States 
Employment 
Service which was also created by 
the Act. 
One or me major purposes of 
the Social Security Act 
was 
to 1 


provide for cooperation between 
the States and the Federal Gov­ 
ernment in the establishment of 
State 
unemployment 
compensa­ 
tion laws,* and provision was made 
for grants to the* States to cover 
the cost of administering approv­ 
ed State unemployment compensa­ 
tion laws if they meet general re­ 
quirements. 
In this regard, the legislature 
of the State of Michigan passed in 
1936 the Michigan Unemployment 
Compensation Act 
with 
Amend­ 
ments in 1 937, creating the Mich­ 
igan 
Unemployment 
Compensa­ 
tion Commission; to provide for 
the cooperation of this State and 
compliance with the provision of 
the Social Security Act 
and 
the 
Wagner-Peyser Act; 
to 
provide 
for the establishment, and main­ 
tenance of free public employment 
offices, etc. 
Has Two Divisions 
As a result, there was created 
within the Compensation Commis­ 


sion, two divisions: 
the 
Unem­ 
ployment Compensation

and the State Employment Serv­ 
ice. Branch offices of 
the

Employment Service were estab­ 
lished in 1938 
with 
Unemploy7 
ment Compensation Division rep­ 
resentatives in all offices. Unem­ 
ployment benefits were first paid 
in Michigan in July 19 38 through 
the offices of the Michigan State 
Employment Service

is a part of the regular 
service extended by the organized 
health unit of the state and pro­ 
vides care for children of “ mar­ 
ginal” families or of parents with 
families so large they are unable 
to properly care for them.
